A  TALE  OF  TWO  FAMILIES 


First  Baptist  Preacher 

The  first. gospel  preaching  by  Baptists  in 
the  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  country  was  done 
by  Elder  George  Davis  in  1830.  There  were 
believers*  as  a  result  whom  he  baptized.  He 
assisted  in  organizing  the  first  Baptist  church 
which  was  in  1832.  Following  the  coming 
and  work  of  Elder  Davis  was  that  of  other 
Baptist  ministers  (the  father  of  the  writer 
being  one  (f  them. 

First  Baptist  Missionary. 

The  first  Baptist  missionary  to  labor  in  this 
Gulf  Coast!  field  under  appointment  was 
Elder'  1‘hilij)  P.  Bowen,  father  of  the  writer. 
He  was  appointed  by  the  Home  Mission 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
1850.  And  again  and  jointly  by  the  same 
board  and  that  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  in  1855.  He  labored  one  year 
under  each  appointment.  His  field  of  labor 
was  known  as  the  Biloxi  and  Gainesville  Dis¬ 
tricts  which  embraced  the  immediate  eoirst, 
and  the  interior  of  Harrison  and  Hancock 
counties,  thus  we  learn  that  our  Home  ^lis- 
sion  Board  f>f  8.  B.  C.  was  the  first  to  enter 
this  field. 

In  the  pursuit  of  his  mission  work  Mission¬ 
ary  Bowen  traveled  by  such  means  as  those 
primitive  tihies  afforded.  There  were  no  rail¬ 
roads  nor  ear  lines,  nor  automobiles  then.  He 
sometimes  traveled  by  passage  on  a  steam¬ 
boat  along  the  waters  of  the  coast  front,  and 
sometimes  on  foot  along  its  shores' and  for 
aides,  into  the  interior  of  the  country.  The 
writer  will  fcever  forget  that  when  at  the  age 
of  twelve  (12)  years  his  father  took  him 
with  him  on  a  mission  trip  op  foot  and  that 
lifter  crossing  Wolf  river  in  a  ferry  boat 
fhtber  got  lost  in  the  woods  and  after  ramb¬ 
ling  for  a  tithe  we  found  a  dim  road  which  we 
traveled  till  we  came  to  the  home  of  a  Bap¬ 
tist  brother  where  we  spent  the  night,  and 
the  next  <1  a|  father  preached  to  a  congrega¬ 
tion  in  that  neighborhood,  and  how  the  peo- 
j$e  wept  utfiier  the  nreaehing  of  the  mission 
ajry.  That  little  pale  face  boy  did  not  so 
much  as  drstm  that  sometime  in  the  distant 
fliture  he  whuld  become  a  minister  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  and  a  giissionary  to  this  same  country. 
Tears,  tear#  of  grateful  joy  fill  my  eyes.  0 
Lord  thy  praise  shall  fill  the  remnant  of  my 
days  and  thfhough  the  cycles' of  eternity.

desired  and  requested  Elder  Brown  to  bap¬ 
tise  her,  which  ho  consented  td  do.  But  as 
she  was  too  much  afflicted  to  go  to  the 
water  of  the  hay,  the  preacher  requested 
that  a  canoe  he  brought  up  from  the  bay  and 
placed  beside  hrt*  bed  and  that  it  be  filled 
nearly  full  of  water,  which  was  doue,  where¬ 
upon  this  minister  of  Christ  buried  this  obe¬ 
dient  child  of  God  with  Christ  by  baptism  in 
the  water  in  the  canoe  and  being  raised  up 
from  her  baptismal  grave  she  was  unspeaka¬ 
bly  happy  and  began  to  improve  in  health 
until  hopeful  until  hope  of  her  recovery  was 
entertained,  but  after  after  lingering  for  a 
time  she  passed  sway  as  calmly  and  as  peace¬ 
fully  as  does  the  setting  sun  when  he  sinks 
into  his  golden  bed. 

Now  ^the  writer  has  reached  the  place  in 
his  historic  sketch  where  he  will  record  an 
event  in  the  work  of  Missionary  Bowen 
which  is  valuable  as  well  as  interesting.  It 
is  an  account  of  the  • 

Conversion  of  Mr  Gardner  Holcomb. 

There  was  among  the  converts  to  Christ 
under  the  preaching  of  the  Home  Board  Mis¬ 
sionary  a  Mr.  Gardner  Holcomb,  who  resided 
nekr  the  center  of 'Hancock  county.  The  mis¬ 
sionary  had  an  appointment  to  preach  in  the 
home  of  Mr.  llolebmh  and  neighbors  gatlier- 
ered  there  to  hear  the  preacher.  The  service 
was  held1  in  the  gallery  of  the  home  and  an 
empty  whiskey  ;  barrel  was  placed  on  the 
galcry  and  a  piece  of  cloth  was  spread  over 
the  top  of  it  upon  whieh  the  missionary  laid 
hip  Bible,  using  tile  barrel  as  a  pulpit.  The 
missionary  preached  the  gospel  of  salvation 
to  those  precious 'souls  hut  not  in  vain,  for 
Mr.  Gardner  Holcomb  professed  faith  in 
Christ  under  the  preaching  of  the  mission¬ 
ary  and  was  baptized  by  him.  subsequently  a 
church  was  organized  in  the  center  of  Han¬ 
cock  eoilnty  (the  center  at  that  time)  and 
.Mr.  Hoh'omb  became  a  member  of  it.  The 
missionary  assisted  in  organizing  the  church, 
which  received  the  name  Union  Baptist 
church  and  which  has  continued  in  its  heav¬ 
enly  nqission  through  the  passing  years  un¬ 
til  this  day. 

The  religious  history  dcscendents  of  Bro. 
Gardner  Holcomb  is  exceedingly  interesting. 
He  was  the  father  of  ten  (10)  children,  four 
sons  and  six  daughters.  These,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  two,  became  members  of  Baptist 
churches.  All  of  these  ten  children  had  fam¬ 
ilies  of  children  mOst  of  whom  became  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  churches.  Bro.  J.  M.  Holcomb, 
the  only  surviving  member  of  the  family  j)t 
Gardner  Holcomb,  now  84  years  old,  and  who 
furnished  the  writer  with  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  meetif*;  held,  by  the  missionary 
in  his  father’s  gallery  with  the  results  as 
stated,  has  twelve  (12)  children.  Eight  sons 
and  four  daughters.  All  of  them  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  Baptist  churches  and  all  of  them 
have  families  of  children,  many  of  whom  are 
members  of  Baptist  churches. 

A  number  of  the  dcscendents  of  Gardner 
llokoinli.  after  serving  tlieir  generation* fell 
asleep  in  Jesus.  A  number  of  his  deseen- 
dents  reside  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
and  some  of  them  are  deacons  and  some  are 
active  Sunday  school  workers  and  others  are 
Mothers  in  Israel  and  others  live  and  move 
in  other  spheres  of  humble  service.  Go  ’ 
knows  them,  every  one,  and  the  lives  they  are

living  and  will  keep  them  in  everlasting  re¬ 
membrance. 

Of  the  sons  of  Brother  J.  M.  Holcomb  is 
Elder  \V.  B.  Holcomb,  known  and  loved  by 
the  many  among  whom  he  has  labored  as  pas¬ 
tor  of  churches  in  Southeast  Mississippi  and 
who  resigned  the  pastorate  of  the  church  at 
Quitman  receintly.  This  man  of  God  with 
his  noble,  faithful  wife  are  the  parents  of 
seven  (7)  living  children,  six  sons  ana  one 
daughter.  All  of  them  are  members  of  Bap¬ 
tist  churches.  Of  these  six  sons  are  Elder 
11.  R.  Holcomb  and  Elder  T.  L.  Holcomb  and 
Prof.  W.  E.  Holcomb  (Edgar).  Of  this  trio 
of  elect  brothers  it  may  be  exclaimed,  What 
an  inestimable  gift  of  God  to  man, who  pan 
measure  its  value  save  He  who  can  measure 
the  width  of  time  and  length  of  eternity, 

Elder  H.  K.  Holcomb,  the  eldest,  has  occu¬ 
pied  the  pastorate  of  churches  with  success. 
His  special  gift  from  God  is  that  of  the  evan¬ 
gelist  and  he  has  given  much  of  his  time  to 
that  kind  of  of  gospel  work  under  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  our  Home  Mission  Boara  a 
flaming  evangelist  whoso  work  Qod  has 
crowned  with  abundant  success.

Elder  T.  L.  Holcomb,  known  as  one  of  Our 
most  gifted  pastors  combined  with  his  pulpit 
ability  mid  pleasing  address.  Hiid  who  is  also 
endowed  with  the  spirit  of  evangelism  and 
whose  work  in  protracted  meetings  has  been 
greatly  blessed  of  God,  resigned  the  pastorate 
of  the  church  at  Pontotoc  recently  and  ac¬ 
cepted  the  call  to  the  pastorate  of  First  Bap¬ 
tist  church,  Columbus,  Miss. 

Prof.  W.  E.  Holcomb  (Edgar)  the  youngest 
of  the  trio,  hus  occupied  prominent  positions 
for  four  (4)  years  in  the  employment  of  our 
Baptist  State  Convention  as  Sunday  school 
secretary  and  secretary  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  L\  He 
is  now  the  vice-president  of  Mississippi  Wo¬ 
man’s  College  at  Hattiesburg.  The  record 
he  has  made  is  complimentary  of  the  effi¬ 
ciency  and  activity  of  this  gifted  young 
brother,  whose  future  is  bright  indeed.  A 
young  man  of  Jeep  piety  and  amiable  quali¬ 
ties  whieh  commend  him  to  the  love  and  con¬ 
fidence  of  all  those  who  know  him. 

Here  doses  this  brief  historic  sketch,  and 
please  note  that  this  trio  of  elect  brothers  are 
’the  great-grandsons  of  Gardner  Holcomb 
who  was  converted  to  <  Tirist  in  his  own  home 
under  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  by  a  Home 
Board  Missionary,  Philip  P.  Bowen,  sixty- 
seven  (67)  years  ago. 

The  missionary  Philip  P.  Bowen  after  a 
ministry  in  the  gospel  of  more  than  forty 
years  passed  away  from  his  home  in  Clafke 
county,  this  state,  forty-seven  (47)  years  a#o. 
lie  rests  from  his  labors  and  his  works  do  fol¬ 
low  him.

<  A.  building  and  the  Bible  classes  in  the 
various  barracks  at  9:30  each  Sunday 
morning.  We  have  men  of  all  creeds  in 
these  Bible  classes  and  some  of  no  creed  at 
all.  But  we  encourage  an  open  Bible  and 
open  mind. 

o  have  a  good  camp  pastor  though  1 
think  the  name  is  a  misnomer.  Our  Baptist 
camp  pastor  is  Rev.  J.  O.  Johnson,  of 
Little  Rock. 

The  boys  are  peculiarly  susceptible  to  the 
*  divine  message,  many  making  confession  of 
Christ  in  evfcry  service. 

Our  work  at  the  hospital  is  very  pleasant 
and  gratifying  in  results.  New  Testaments 
and  magazines  arc  distributed  to  those  who  . 
desire  them  and  are  able  to  read.  A  boy  lay 
dying,  we  talked  with  him,  and  read  portions 

of  God’s  word  and  prayed  with  him.  Asked 
if  he  wished  a  Bible,  he  said,  “Yes,  but  I’m 
not  able  to  pay  you  for  it.”  We  told  him 
that  we  did  not  want  any  pay  for  it  He 
took  it  and,  grasping  it  tightly,  said,  “I 
thank  you.”  lie- then  asked  us  to  ptit  it  un¬ 
der  his  pillow  So  we  did.  The  next  day 
when  we  returned  they  told  us  that  he  had 
gone  on.  But  we  are  glad  that  we  can  recall 
that  he  said  in  that  conversation :  “Yes.  I 
am  a  Christian,  since  about  a  month  ago.” 

A  mother  in  Iowa  had  not  heard  from  her 
boy  in  two  weeks.  She  suspected  something 
wrong.  A  lethter  came  from  his  Comrade 
saying  that  her  son  was  sick  in  the  Bgse  Hos- 
pital.  She  boarded  the  first  train,  traveled 
two  nights  and  one  day.  Arrived  in  Little 
Rock  just  in  time  to  get  a  train  to  Camp 
Pike.  She  reached  Camp  Pike  about  9:00 
a  m.,  walked  a  mile  and  a  half  to  the  base  hos¬ 
pital  and  was  not  permitted  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances  to  go  in.  Exasperated,  she  re¬ 
turned  another  way.  While  passing  our 
quarters  she  saw  our  cook  out  getting  wood,  i 
and  tired,  foot  sore  and  exhausted  she  turn¬ 
ed  aside  to  ask  him  for  something  to  eat.  So 
it  was  that  I  found  her  in  our  dining  room,  i 
told  me  her  story,  and  I  told  her  that  I  f 
was  a  chaplain  and  would  take  her  to  her  p 
boy.  She  could  eat  but  little  more.  Then  I  i 
took  her  to  the  hospital  and  after  locating  a 
her  son,  took  her  to  the  ward  where  we  r 
found  him  sitting  up  in  bed.  He  has  not  iin-  t 
proved  so  well,  but  is  very  hopeful  and  t, 
happy,  because  mother  still  comes  everv  dav  ti 
[  from  Little  Rock  to  see  him.  li 

Many  other  stories  come  to  mind,  but  o 
space  forbids  more.  We  ask  you  all  to  pray  P 
for  us  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  do  our  Ic 
biggest  bit  in  this,  the  most  trying  time  fi 
in  human  history.

of  person.  But  not  everybody  stops  to  think 
that  there  is  a  reason  bach  of  these  outward 
differences,  that  there  is  a  genuine  ground 
for  optimism  where  it  exists  ami  a  cause  for 
pessimism,  just  as  there  is  cause  fyr  disease. 

When  we  get  to-philosophilizing.  looking 
for  the  reason  of  things,  we  are  not  far  from 
religion.  Indeed  the  philosophy  that  does 
not  find  its  root  in  religion!  Will  never  arrive 
at  truth  or  reach  good  and  helpful  conclu¬ 
sions.

True  religion  will  make  a 
man  an  optimist  and  the  lafk  of  it  will  make 
him  a  pessimist.  Knowledge  of  the  true  God 
will  make  &  forward  looking  and  Jiopeful 
people.  False  conceptions  of  God  or  ignor¬ 
ance  of  Him  will  make  a  man  or  a  race  fatal¬ 
istic  or  hopeless.

Brotherly  Love. 

Doubtless  all  of  the  preachers  have  preach¬ 
ed  on  this  subject.  The  brethren  have  dis¬ 
cussed  it.  But  love  always  has  an  object, 
and  the  object  is  never  self,  or  subjective, 
but  objective.  It  seeks  to  help  that  object. 
It  subjects  itself  to  self-exertion  for  the 
sake  of  that  object’s  promotion.  Where 
there  is  not  self-giving,  there  is  no  love.  The 
evidence  of  God’s  love  was  not,  that  He  so 
loved  that  he  kept  but  the  evidence  was, 
that  He  so  loved  that  He  gave. 

Then,  brotherly  love  means  brotherly  help. 
^  hen  John  in  his  epistles  gives  the  text  of 
orthordoxy,  it  is  love,  loyalty  and  liberality. 
But  to  be  more  specific,  we  have  a  point  in 
question  for  the  preacher  to  think  on  as  he 
preaches,  and  for  the  layman  to  meditate 
upon  as  he  prays. 
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We  have  a  few  brethren  who  are  manifest¬ 
ing’  that  spirit  of  love  by  the  unselfish  sac¬ 
rifices  which  they  are  making  for  our 
schools.  One  of  the  leading  bankers  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  ohureh.

As 
Baptists,  we  claim  to  be  democratic;  and 
that  means  when  a  majority  of  our  people 
favor  a  movement,  the  minority  moves  with 
the  majority.  But  our  people  are  not  so  act¬ 
ing  with  our  brethren  who  are  carrying  the 
debts  on  the  colleges.  Some  are  more 
demon-eratic  than  democratic.  A  majority 
voted  for  the  acceptance  of  these  colleges. 
Now,  to  carry  into  practice  the  principle  of 
democracy  which  we  preach,  which  princi¬ 
ple,  in  essence,  is  brotherly  love — we  must 
come  to  the  help  of  these  brethren.  They 
are  the  cream  of  the  earth.  They  stand  by 
every  interest  of  the  denomination. 

How  can  it  be  done  f  By  paying  your  sub¬ 
scription  right  how  This  will  help  the 
preacher  to  preach  better.  It  will  help  the 
layman  to  prdy.  It  will  cause  both  saved 
and  unsaved  to  believe  more  in  your  preach¬ 
ing  in  your  profession.  An  honest  man  may 
be  able  to  tell  by  the  ring  of  a  min’s  preach¬ 
ing  the  character  of  the  man  behind  the 
ring.  But  an  uijpnid  promise  will  cripple, 
if  not  kill  a  sertnon.  The  attitude  of  the 
majority  of  our  people  toward  the  few  who 
have  the  big  burjdens  on  their  shoulders  is 


enough  to  turn, to  atheism  or  to  infidelity, 
the  man  who  watches  the  church  to  learn 
what  Christianity  is. 

Some  may  say  that  the  light  should  not  be 
turned  on  in  this  wav.  Well,  if  one  must 
quit  telling  the  whole  truth,  send  him  to 
Europe  and  let  him  join  the  Germans.  We 
have  never  been  where  we  had  to  keep  silent 
There  is  sometimes  too  much  covering  over, 
and  smuggling  by  those  in  places  of  respon¬ 
sibility.  In  onr  work,  we  are  trying  to  serve 
the  people.  The  Lords  shall  know  what  the 
servants  are  doing,  while  the  servants  know 
what  the  Lords  are  doing.  By  an  open, 
clear,  s'~iightforward  method,  we  hope  to 
win  in  this  work.  The  books  are  open  all 
the  time.  This  is  the  policy  of  the  Education 
Commission. 

But  how  does  this  look?  One  Methodist 
let  our  people  have  money  at  6  per  cent  in 
1914.  He  has  received  neither  principal  nor 
interest  since  that  date.  Part  of  the  time 
he  has  paid  7  per  cent  on  it.  Another  let 
our  people  liavo  one  thousand  at  6  per  cent. 
That  was  about  four  years  ago.  He  has  re¬ 
ceived  neither  principal  nor  interest.  Could 
you  persuade  a  man  who  is  a  sinner  that 
Baptists  are  better  than  Methodists?  Don’t 
let  this  get  out.

I  Train 
icg  School,  on  the  iffternoon  of  Oetober  20th 


This  beautiful  fifteenth  century  Gothic 
building  of  white  stone,  as  it  graces  the 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Preston  streets, 
Louisville,  Kv.,  is  a  magnificent  institution 
that  will  mean  much  t*  Louisville  Baptists 
and  is  a  source  of  worthy  pride  to  the  whole 
denomination. 

But  the  very  moment  one’s  eyes  are  en¬ 
joying  the  artistic  beauty  of  the  building. 
We  see  over  the  entrant^*  an  open  book  cut 
in  the  stone  and  on  it  there  is  carved  this 
passage : 

“(Jo-laborers  together  with  God.”  Oh! 
Then  wc  get  a  glimpse  of  the  vision  that  tins 
building  fulfils  and  realize  the  source  of  the 
,  power  that  has  made  it  possible. 

So.  with  humble,  reverent  hearts  ,  we 
mount  the  steps,  welcomed  at  the  open  door 
by  a  senior  student,  whose  radiant  face  tes¬ 
tifies  to  the  joy  of  occupation. 

Before  our  eyes  spreads  the  lolfby  with  its 
marble  columns,  and  at  the  back  the  marble 
stairway  with  its  splendid  window  of  art 
glass  in  soft  saffrons  and  blues  that  shed  a 
mellow  light  from  the  first  landing. 

But  before  we  mount  the  steps  we  must 
see  oh  the  right  as  we  enter,  the  reception 
room,  the  library,  with  its  splendid  built-in 
book  cases  to  match  wood  work  of  the  room, 
the  expression  class  room,  and  on  the  west 
wing  a  lovely  linen  room,  music  studio,  with 
practice  rooms,  walls  all  built  so  thick  no 
noise  escapes.  Now  we  visit  the  magnificent 
chapel  on  the  second  floor  extending 
through  the  third  floor,  W.  M.  U.’s  love  of¬ 
fering  in  memory  of  .Miss  F.'E.  S.  Heck,  the 
beloved  leader  of  Southern  Baptist  Women 
for  fifteeu  years. 

This  chapel,  ineluding  the  balcony,  has  a 
seating  capacity  of  five  hundred.  This  floor 
has  thirty-one  bed  rooms,  furnished  for  two 
persons,  each  room  having  a  double  desk 
and  student’s  electric  lujnp,  two  closets  and 
a  lavatory.  This,  as  well  as  third  floor,  has 
sun  parlor  for  use  of  students,  trunk  room 
and  linen  .room.  The  third  floor  has  twenty- 
two  bed  rooms  a  large  and  small  hospital 
ward,  with  nurses'  rooms,  bottles  and  diet 
kitchen  complete,  all  for  the  comfort  of  the 
sick. 

Down  the  stairs  again  on  the  left  of  lobby 
we  find  literature  room,  office,  principal’s 
living  room  and  hed  room  and  hath.  In  the 
east  wing  six  bed  rooms,  s<m  parlor,  trunk 
room,  house  keeper’s  room,  linen  room, 
servjbg  pantry,  and  at  the  end  of  the  corri-  1 
dor.  a  beautiful  dining  room,  lighted  on 
three  sides,  having  seating  capacity  of  one  1 
hundred  and  fifty,  a  lovely  fire  place  at  end  J 
of  room,  attractive  hound  tables  were  set 
with  crocheted  mats  instead;  of  cloths.  The 
tables  and  chairs  matched  the  wood  work.  *

table  and  chair,  and  magnificent  bath  ad¬ 
joining. 

She  said  she  felt  in  her  first  days  of  oc¬ 
cupancy  as  if  she  were  at  Some  splendid 
hotel.  \\  hen  we  remarked  that  she  needed 
and  deserved  it  all.  she  said  it  did  help  in 
efficiency. 

She  wheeled  in  her  tea  table  all  ready 
with  its  dainties  to  serve  us  and  so  enjoyed

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Budget  Apportionments. 


The  Amounts  Fixed. 


We  are  giving  in  this  weeks’  paper  the 
Budget  apportionments  for  the  year  1918. 
Inasmuch  as  this  is  the  first  real  budget 
apportionment  made  out  for  our  churches 


The  total  amounts  of  the  apportionment 
as  fixed  for  the  individual  churches  is  larg¬ 
er  than  the  churches  have  been  accustomed 
to  giving.  The  reason  for  this  is  evident 


ests  would  not  be  taken  care  of.  Now  the 
churches'  that  put  on  the  budget  should  see 
to  it  that  they  do  not  give  less  to  missions 
than  they  have  been  giving.  Unless  this  is 
done  missions  will  suffer. 


when  we  bear  in  mind  that  the  Convention 
added  to  our  apportionment  Christian  Ed¬ 
ucation  and  Hospitals,  two  objects  that  w c 
have  not  been  giving  to  heretofore.  If  you 
will  look  over  the  apportionment  list  you 
will  find  that  for  State,  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions  the  apportionments  are  not  mate¬ 
rially  increased  over  what  the  churches 
gave  last  year  for  these  amounts.  In  fact, 
the  apportionment  for  these  causes  are 
about  the  same  as  the  amounts  given  by  the 
churches  last  year.  Christian  Education 
and  Hospitals  adds  thirty-six  per  cent  to  the 
budget  We  are  instructed  to  include  them. 

We  had  no  recourse  but  to  do  as  instruct¬ 
ed.  So  if  the  apportionments  seem  larire  re¬ 
member  that  the  convention  is  responsible 
for  whatever  enlargement  there  is. 

The  Basis  of  the  Apportionments 

In  making  out  these  apportionments  we 
took  missions.  State,  Home  and  Foreign,  as 
the  basis.  These  three  objects  together  con¬ 
stitute  sixty-four  per  cent  of  the  budget.  We 
then  got  an  average  of  the  gifts  of  the 
churches  for  the  past  three  years  for  these 
objects.  This  average  we  took  as  sixty-four 
per  cent  of  the  total  apportionment  and, 
adding  thirty-six  per  cent,  we  had  the  whole 
apportionment.  This  we  distributed  nmong 
the  various  objects  as  the  convention  in¬ 
structed. 

From  this  it  is  evident  the  apportionments 
had  to  be  increased  or  else  our  mission  inter¬ 


it,  might  be  well  to  give  a  brief  word  of  ex¬ 
planation. 

The  Apportionment  Itself. 

It  is,  of  course,  •understood  that  this  is 
simply  an  effort  to  equitably  distribute  %tae 
budget  as  fixed  by  the  convention  at  Brook- 
haven.  In  that  convention  the  Baptists  of  the 
State  agreed  to  lay  out  their  work  for  the 
year  on  a  basis  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  thousand  dollars  ($176,000.00)  which 
was  to  be  distributed  as  follows

Suggestions  to  Pastors 

We  have  this  suggestion  to  make  to  the 
pastors :  do  not  look  at  the  budget  and  say 
that  it  cannot  be  raised,  but  look  it  over  and 
then  pray  God  to  open  the  hearts  of  your 
people  so  that  they  will  raise  it  and  more. 
It  is  not  an  impossible  budget  There  is  not 
a  church  in  the  state  which  cannot  raise  the 
amount  apportioned  to  it  and  that  without 
hurting  any  member;  jea,  there  is  not  a 
church  in  the  state  which  cannot  raise  the 
amount  apportioned  to  it  and  be  blessed  by 
the  effort.  So  bring  the  matter  to  your 
church  and  urge  upon  it  the  necessity  of 
doing  it*  part.  Let  no  suggestion  of  fail¬ 
ure  escape  your  lips.'  Let  no  murmur  of  com¬ 
plaint  about  the  site  of  the  apportionment 
be  heard  from  you.  Do  not  accuse  any  one 
for  laying  on  extraordinary  burdens  for  the 
convention  did  it.  But  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Master  put  your  best  into  it  and  swing  your 
church  into  hearty  co-operation  in  the  de¬ 
nominational  work. 

The  matter  rests  with  the  pastors.  Any 
pastor  who  has  the  confidence  of  his  church 
can  get  them  to  try  to  raise  the  amount 
asked,  and  any  church  in  the  state  which 
tries  hard  enough  and  in  the  right  way  can 
raise  the  amount  asked  of  it.  * 

The  cause  of  our  Master  demands  the  ef¬ 
fort.  We  are  looking,  to  the  pastors  and 
leading  laymen  of  the  state  to  make  this 
program  go.  Let  us  give  our  best  to  our 
Lord.
